CLOSE CALL AS GAY

PORTLAND, Maine Gay marriage was put to a vote in Maine 
on Tuesday in a closely watched referendum that gay-rights 
activists across the country hoped would prove for the first 
time that their cause can prevail at the ballot box. 

Voters had to decide whether to repeal or affirm a state 
law that would allow gay couples to wed. The law was 
passed by the Legislature in May but never took effect 
because of a petition drive by conservatives. 

Returns showed a close contest, as had been forecast. 
With 481 of 608 precincts reporting, those in favor of 
repealing gay marriage led 52 percent to 48 percent. 

A vote to uphold the law would mark the first time that 
the electorate in any state endorsed gay marriage. That 
could energize activists nationwide and blunt conserva- 
tive claims that same-sex marriage is being foisted on 
states by judges or lawmakers over the will of the public. 

However, repeal— in New England, the region of 
the country most supportive of gay couples— would be 
another heartbreaking defeat for the marriage-equality 
movement, following the vote against gay marriage in 


California a year ago. 

It also would mark the first time voters had torpe- 
doed a gay-marriage law enacted by a legislature. When 
Californians rejected same-sex marriage, it was in 
response to a court ruling, not legislation. 

Maine’s secretary of state, Matthew Dunlap, said turn- 
out seemed higher than expected for an off-year election 
and voter interest appeared intense. Even before Tuesday, 
more than 100,000 people— out of about 1 million regis- 
tered voters— had voted absentee or by early voting. 

Five other states have legalized gay marriage— 
Iowa, Massachusetts, Vermont, New Hampshire and 
Connecticut— but all did so through legislation or court 
rulings, not by popular vote. In contrast, constitutional 
amendments banning gay marriage have been approved 
in all 30 states where they have been on the ballot. 

Hundreds of gay-marriage supporters gathered in 
a Portland hotel ballroom in the evening to await the 
results. On display was a three-tiered wedding cake 
topped with two grooms on one side, two brides on the 
other, and the words “We All Do.”

Speedskating has produced some of the most iconic figures 
in U.S. Olympic history, from Eric Heiden to Dan Jansen and 
Bonnie Blair. 

In all, Americans have claimed 75 medals — 32 of them gold— 
on the traditional long track oval and the wild-and-wooly short 
track rink. In Vancouver, Shani Davis, Chad Hedrick and short 
track star Apolo Anton Ohno will all be vying for medals.

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MOTHER SAYS TRAIN DRAGGED STROLLER; CTA SAYS INVESTIGATION NOT COMPLETE 


Scene of the Red Line 
stroller incident 

The Chicago police and CTA are investigating how a 22-month-old girl was dragged in her stroller 
alongside the tracks of a Red Line train Monday evening. According to reports from police and witness 
accounts, the following is an estimate of what occurred at the Morse station.

Joel and Rebecca Weinberg had just stepped 
off a Red Line train Monday evening and were 
headed down the Morse station steps when a 
woman rushed past them with a baby stroller 
in her arms. 

She called for someone to hold the train. 

“Then we heard a scream,” said Joel 
Weinberg, 38. “You hear a scream like that— 
we stopped on the stairs and said: "That can’t 
be good.’ ” 

The Weinbergs immediately returned to 
the platform, where the mother was crying 
hysterically and yelling, “The train took my 
baby!” 

About 10 feet past the end of the platform, 
on the gravel to the left of the inside rail, Joel 
Weinberg saw the child. The conscious 22- 
month-old girl named Rachel was flat on her 
back, lying amid other items knocked out of 
the stroller, he said. 

The mother, Ebere Ozonwu, 26, jumped 
off the platform and scooped up her daughter. 
She handed the seemingly unharmed child to 
Joel Weinberg. 

The train was long gone. But the questions 
about the incident and the child’s survival had 
only just begun. 

The CTA continues to investigate the 
incident and has suspended the train’s driver 
without pay while conducting a preliminary 
review. The agency, however, won’t confirm 
whether the stroller was caught in the car 
door or dragged down the platform. 

Robert Kelly, president of the 
Amalgamated Transit Union’s Local 308 that 
represents CTA train operators, also has 
questions about what occurred. For an event 
to unfold like Ozonwu described, it would 
require both a major machine malfunction 
and an operating error. 

Chicago police are investigating the inci- 
dent as an accident. 

The train driver, a mother of three who 
has worked for the agency for six years, told

union officials her control panel did not 
indicate any problems with the doors as she 
pulled out of the Rogers Park station around 
6:30 p.m. and headed south. If something had 
been caught in the doors, the sensors should 
have bounced the doors back open much like 
elevator doors. 

The Red Line train would not be able to 
move if the system detected the doors were 
not completely closed, Kelly said. “I’m having 
a hard time believing it happened like that,” 
he said. 

The driver could have overridden the sys- 
tem with a special key, but there’s no indi- 
cation that she took such an action, Kelly 
said. 

CTA President Richard Rodriguez said the 
investigation is not complete, but preliminary 
tests suggest the doors were functioning prop- 
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erly “So far, the tests indicate that there’s noth- 
ing wrong with the rail car,” he said. 

CTA procedure also requires the driver to 
look outside the cab before leaving the station 
to make sure the doors are completely shut. 
Operators are instructed to observe the out- 
side signal lights by each train door, as well, to 
determine that the doors are all closed before 
proceeding to the next stop. 

The driver told union officials that she made 
the checks before leaving the station and did 
not see a stroller, Kelly said. 

Ozonwu told police that the train dragged 


CHILD RELEASED 

The child, who suffered only minor injuries, 
was held overnight at Children’s Memorial 
Hospital for observation and released Tuesday 
afternoon. Ozonwu, a Nigerian immigrant who 
works as a home aide, released a statement 
calling her daughter’s survival “the handiwork 
of God” and thanked God for a miraculous 
intervention. 

the umbrella stroller down the North Side plat- 
form before it hit a metal barrier at the end and 
catapulted the child onto a berm alongside the 


tracks. Rachel was not buckled into her seat. 

Kelly estimates the train would have been 
going about 15 to 20 mph when the stroller hit 
the barrier. 

CTA officials contacted the driver, whose 
name has not been released, and asked her to 
look for the stroller shortly after she left the 
Loyola station, her first stop after Morse. When 
she pulled into the Granville station, the driver 
saw no sign of the stroller and walked through 
the train cars twice asking riders if they saw 
anything, Kelly said. No one mentioned seeing 
the child or the stroller. 


She then turned the driving duties over to 
her supervisor, per agency procedure. 

“She is very distraught over this,” said Kelly, 
who trained the driver several years ago. 

A CTA rider turned the stroller in at the 
Berwyn station, three stops after the Granville 
platform where the operator said she inspected 
the entire train. The rider gave the stroller to 
the driver of the train directly behind the one 
in the incident, Kelly said. 

Kelly said he did not know why the rider 
did not come forward during the Granville 
inspection.

SURVEY SAYS CHICAGOANS ARE 
INCREASINGLY STRESSED, YET COPING

As the economic downturn drags on, 
Chicagoans are increasingly stressed about 
work and job stability, according to a new survey 
from the American Psychological Association 
released Tuesday 

But people maybe mastering the art of man- 
aging stress: More Chicagoans are exercising, 
walking and reading while fewer are eating 
excessively, drinking alcohol, shopping too 
much or smoking to help deal with their feel- 
ings, the survey reports. 

“We think people are habituating to stress,” 
said Dr. Nancy Molitor, public education 
coordinator for the Illinois Psychological 
Association. “It’s the new normal.” 

People may be learning to cope with ongo- 
ing high levels of anxiety and uncertainty. This 
year, significantly fewer adults said they were 
feeling depressed or sad (28 percent in 2009 vs. 
47 percent in 2008), suffering from headaches 
(23 percent vs. 40 percent last year) or expe- 
riencing irritability or anger (32 percent vs. 
56 percent). 

Job satisfaction is declining, however: 66 per- 
cent of Chicagoans agreed that “all in all, I am 
satisfied with my job,” compared with 74 per- 
cent last year. Fewer than half of respondents 
(48 percent) said they would recommend their 
workplace to others.

“People are just sort of enduring difficult situ- 
ations and going through the motions, doing 
whatever they think they have to do to get by” 
Molitor said. 

That maybe sapping their motivation to lead 
healthier, better balanced lives. Although 54 per- 
cent of survey participants reported being told 
they had a chronic condition, a whopping 46 
percent said they lacked the willpower to make 
needed changes. Nationally, only one-third of 
adults reported a similar failure of willpower.

Man charged in death of pregnant mother of five

Cited more than a dozen times for driving without a 
valid license, James Cox kept on driving, according to 
records. He was finally charged with a felony Tuesday, 
but it came after prosecutors say he caused a tragic 
wreck when a pregnant mother of five was struck and 
killed as she stood on a West Side sidewalk. 

Prosecutors revealed for the first time that Cox was 
impaired as he ran a red light, triggering the crash. He 
was charged with aggravated driving under the influ- 


ence, causing a death. 

The case raises questions about whether Cox’s 
repeated offenses for driving without a license should 
have been red-flagged and kept him off the road. 

Traffic-safety experts say preventing unlicensed driv- 
ing is difficult. Some motorists routinely flout the rules. 
Backlogged courts and overcrowded jails are often over- 
whelmed by more serious offenses. And the problem is 
complicated because licenses can be revoked for non- 
driving offenses such as failing to pay child support. 


Kim Brown was near Kostner Avenue and Washington 
Boulevard on Oct. 21 when two vans collided, sending 
one vehicle crashing into Brown on a sidewalk. Brown’s 
baby was delivered by cesarean section after the crash, 
but both Brown, 27, and her son died. 

“He shouldn’t have been driving,” said Brown’s grand- 
mother, Ivie, who is caring for the children, aged 3 to 12. 

He is scheduled to appear in bond court on Wednesday 
on the fatal DUI charge. He faces up to 14 years in pris- 
on if convicted of the offense.

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Ryan launches campaign 


SPRINGFIELD Former Illinois 
Atty Gen. Jim Ryan kicked 
off his comeback as a 
Republican candidate for 
governor Tuesday, saying he 
would cut spending, refuse 
to raise taxes and run the 
highly ethical administration 
that the people of Illinois 
deserve. 

“With one former governor in prison and his suc- 
cessor under indictment, it is no wonder that we 
have lost faith in our government,” Ryan said. “The 
social contract in Illinois has been breached.” 

Jim Ryan was referring to both Democrat Rod 


Blagojevich, who beat him in the 2002 governor’s 
race but was removed from power and faces politi- 
cal corruption charges, and former Republican Gov 
George Ryan, who is serving time for scandals that 
stemmed from his days as secretary of state. Jim 
Ryan and George Ryan are not related. 

Soon after Jim Ryan threw down the ethics card, 
however, he found himself answering a series of ques- 
tions about Stuart Levine— the largest campaign 
donor of his career and a longtime friend convicted 
of political corruption as part of the Blagojevich 
probe. 

“I have a clear conscience. I’ve done nothing 
wrong,” Jim Ryan said. “There was no taint in my 
office. I ran a clean attorney general office.” 


Levine, reappointed to state boards in the 
Blagojevich administration, pleaded guilty to corrup- 
tion and testified in the federal shakedown trial of 
Blagojevich fund-raiser, Tony Rezko, who has been 
convicted. 

Ryan told WGN-AM’s Greg Jarrett he got into 
the contest because he believes he brings “a fresh 
perspective” to government after sitting out seven 
years following his 2002 loss to Blagojevich. 

“I think I bring a fresh perspective. I’ve been out 
of government for a long time,” Ryan said. “I love 
public service. I believe in public service. I don’t 
really think the government is supposed to be the 
problem, it’s supposed to be at least part of the solu- 
tion and it hasn’t been.”

Trimming

Last year, the city put up a 90 -foot- 
high tree that was actually made up of 
113 smaller trees. 

This year, the Office of Special Events 
says Chicago has downsized its plans. 
The tree that will go up in Daley Plaza 
will be a single tree, and the 56 -foot blue 
spruce was donated by a Palos Heights 
family 

It will be the first time since 1955 that 
Chicago has put up a single Christmas 
tree. 

Special Events chief Megan McDonald 
says the municipal tree has carried a price 
tag in “the low six figures” in recent years. 
She says the city expects to spend half 
that this year. 

The tree will be decorated with 7,000 
energy-saving LED lights donated by 
Underwriters Laboratories. 

The tree lightning ceremony will take 
place at 4 p.m. Nov 25, according to the 
Mayor’s Office of Special Events. On 
hand to light the tree along with Mayor 
Daley and Underwriters Laboratories 
CEO Keith Williams will be Chicago’s 
own Bonnie Hunt. 



Putting out the fire 

Firefighters responded Tuesday afternoon to a fire in a 48-story residential building near Columbus and Wack- 
er Drives. No injuries were reported when the fire broke out about 3 p.m. in a cooling tower on the building’s 
roof, said Chicago Fire Department spokesman Quention Curtis. The blaze was confined to the roof, he said.

3 missing 
students 
found dead 

College softball players 
in Jeep pulled from pond 

B DICKINSON, N.D. Three missing North 
Dakota college softball players were found 
dead Tuesday in a Jeep pulled from a pond, and 
police said they believed the women were in the 
vehicle when they made two desperate calls to 
friends for help. 

Police Lt. Rod Banyai said officers are inves- 
tigating the cause of the deaths and autopsies 
are planned. He said he believes the women 
were in the Jeep when they called for help, but 
he didn’t know whether it already was under 
water when those calls were made. 

‘At this time, foul play is not suspected,” 
Banyai said Tuesday night. 

Authorities had been searching since late 
Sunday night for Kyrstin Gemar, 22, of San 
Diego; Afton Williamson, 20, of Lake Elsinore, 
Calif.; and Ashley Neufeld, 21, of Brandon, 
Manitoba. 

The Dickinson State University students 
were believed to be in the white 1997 Jeep 
Cherokee with California plates Sunday when 
two of their friends received telephone calls 
before the lines went dead. Police described 
the first as a “very scratchy” call for help in 
which one of the women said they were near 
a lake and water. 

Banyai said the 12-foot deep pond where the 
women were found is on a farm northwest of 
Dickinson, a city of 16,000 people about 100 
miles west of Bismarck. Vehicle tracks were 
found leading into the pond Tuesday afternoon, 
he said. 

‘After that was located, the plane flew over 
the top and it could see that there was a white 
object in the water,” Banyai said. The sub- 
merged vehicle was pulled from the pond about 
two hours later. 

Banyai said the vehicle will be checked for 
defects. He said authorities don’t know how it 
got into the pond.

Thanks to prime-time competitive reality shows such as ABC’s “Dancing with the 
Stars” and FOX’s “So Toil Think Tou Can Dance,” there’s a nationwide surge of 
armchair critics sounding off on made-for-TV dance moves. Locally, hoofers are 
loosening up for the 15th annual Dance Chicago, a massive program featuring

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Getting to the bottom of ‘the fat gap’

Have you heard of “the fat gap?” It’s a term that 
sprang up last month, when a survey in Great Britain 
found the majority of overweight people there are 
oblivious to the fact that they’re heavy 
The findings pin down a phenomenon that health 
professionals have been talking about for years: As 
those around us get fatter, our perception of our 
own size changes accordingly 
Are you, too, caught in the fat gap? 

Fooling ourselves 

The survey found that public perception of healthy 
weight has blurred so much that fat is now seen 
as the “norm.” Less than one in io people believe 
the excess pounds they are carrying are significant 
enough for them to be classified as obese, according 
to the 2,100 adults in the poll by TouGov, an inter- 
national market research firm. Yet measurements 
found that one in four of those questioned were 
clinically obese. 

Am I fat? 

Don’t bother with a scale; the best way to tell is by 
calculating your BMI, or Body Mass Index. The 
measure of body fat is a bit complicated, but you 
can skip the math by going to a Harvard Health Web 


site, among others, and punching in your height and 
weight: tinyurl.com/yzz5wdy. You’re overweight if 
your BMI is 25 or higher and obese if your BMI is 
30 or higher, according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

Weight of the nation 

A CDC report this past summer showed waistlines 
in the U.S. are still growing. Overall, 26.1 percent 
of Americans were obese in 2008, compared to 
25.6 percent in 2007. 

Why it matters 

You’ve heard it before, but it bears repeating. 
Research has shown that as weight increases, so 
do the risks of having heart disease, Type 2 diabe- 
tes, certain cancers, stroke and sleep apnea, among 
other health problems, according to the CDC. 

‘Obesogenic’ 

Concerned about an environment that promotes 
over-eating, unhealthy foods and physical inactiv- 
ity— what it calls America’s “obesogenic” soci- 
ety— the CDC has a Web site with information on 
science-based interventions, weight management 
research and other info for people who need to lose 
weight: cdc.gov/obesity/index.html.
